POOL REPORT 


In accordance with the provisions of the laws of our State, 
the School Board of New Durham present the following report :— 

It is with a good degree of satisfaction that your Committee 
ere able to report a prosperous year, and the advancement 
in the several schools is all that we could reasonably 
expect. It has been our custom to employ the best available 
teachers, always giving the preference to those of our own town, 
and it is gratifying to know that New Durham has some very ex- 
cellent teachers. 

It seems to us that our teachers have labored indefatigably for 
the advancement of the pupils under their charge and we are grati- 
fied to be able to report that the result of the educational year has 
been generally satisfactory and cheering. 

The schools have been in session twenty-two weeks, excepting 
one, which has been twenty one weeks. The teachers have been 
faithful, and confidence has beea won and retained. 

Several of the schools have had frequent visits from parents and 
friends and the examinations have been gratifying to all concerned. 
We have made achange in our geographies, a change which we 
have deemed absolutely necessary. Also we have placed ‘*language 
lessons” in our schools as we were satisfied was for the best interest 
of the scholars. 

Hence we can confidently say that we leave the school work 
in far better condition than we found it, and what has been accom- 
plished is only a stepping stone to higher attainments. Much de- 
pends upon the management of a limited amcunt of schooling fur- 
nished boys and girls in our rural towns. If we were to learn the

early history of many of our moat enterprising business men in ouy 
large cities, we should find that they were once ‘country boys,” 
reared in some humble farm home and educated in the country 
school. Not a few who have occupied the presidential chair or 
who have been connected with our general government, occuying 
positions of great national responsibility, were in early life obliged 
to perform manual labor, and having but a limited amount of school- 
ing used their spare moments in acquiring such information as 
would fit them for the positions they might be called to occupy. 
Their example is well worthy of imitation 

In following too closely the form given in our school law for 
writing the warrant calling the annual meeting one year ago, we 
accidently omitted to insert an article to elect a district treasurer. 
There was also a misunderstanding in regard to Rev. J. F. Joy’s 
acceptance of an election as a nrember of tne school board, thus 
causing two vacancies, for which some of our townsman’ severely » 
criticised us, not considering that little errors like the above are of 
minor importance compared with the usual routine of school work 
which members of the school board have in charge. 

The treaturer’s report shows the use of the funds that were: 
placed at our disposal, excepting such as have been drawn from 
the town treasury for supplies. We would express our thanks to’ 
all who have by their influence aided us in caring for the best in- 


terests of our schools.

Of that amount Mary H. Ricker was paid for 
services as librarian, to February l5th, 1898, $13.00 leaving a 
balance in hands of town of $30.15, belonging to said library.
